LETTER FROM DR. W. H. 
DADE. 

Alcala, Province of Cagayau, De- 
partment of Northern Luzon, 
Philippine Islands, February 
15th, 1901. 

Dear Cousin Arch:— If the two 
conditions I am going to mention 
will not cause your hasty emigra- 
tion to the Philippines, I am at a 
loss to know what will, and shall 
consider further efforts in that 
direction as useless. Those two 
conditions are: The opportunity 
to make money rapidly, and the 
pleasure of hunting all kinds of 
game, almost without effort in 
either case. What more could 
you wish, or what more could I 
offer? 

The banks in Manila are the 
most unaccommodating, detesta- 
ble, crazy institutions one could ; 
posBiby have any dealing with, j 
They have the gall to charge their 
depositors a pretty healthy, for 
them, per cent, for the honor of 
putting their money in bank. And 
if some livey, gentlemanly and 
courteous American would come 
here, with $25,000 or less, and 
open a bank in any of the larger 
oities of this island his fortune 
would be assured in five or ten 
years. Of course it will be done 
shortly, but "first come is first 
Berved. " * * * 

The banking business is only one 
way among a hundred others to 
make money here, and as soon :ih 
I can give up my contract with 
the army I am going regularly 
into the business of getting rich 
in a hurry. I know it can he 
done. I am now able to read, 
write and speak Spanish almost 
as well as I can English, which is 
Very essential to life and business 
pursuits in these islands, where 
nothing else, save a few dialects, 
has been spoken for hundreds of 
years. In five years, the English , 
now being taught in all the 
schools, will take its place largely, 



but a I can't wait five years to go 
to work. 

Lumber, tobacco, cattle, sheep 
and hog trading posts are some of 
the numerous ways that will re- 
turn one hundred per cent, for 
the money invested. You will 
no doubt ask the question: "Why 
has it not been done before." 
The answer is simple enough. The 
natives and the Spaniards for a 
century have been at daggers 
points. The Spanish were afraid 
if the natives accumulated wealth 
they would lose control of them, 
and in return the natives replied 
by saying: "If we can not you 
shall not," and so it stood. 
Naturally, since our forces took 
possession thiugs have been in 
such a distured state noth ing could 
be done. But I have observed 
cloBely, so that when the time of 
peace and tranquility arrives I 
would know what is best to do at 
once, for then the rush will com- 
mence in earnest, and the servant 
of to-day will be like the servant 
of old who, if he buried his tal- 
ents in the fear of loss, and in the 
day of final reokouing, had only 
his original talents to show for 
his work. All fortunes are made 
upon the basis of supply and de- 
mand. If the demand is great 
and you can furnish the supply 
your suecess v is assured. Here the 
demand is great, and I am study- 
ing to supply it. As to the health- 
fulness of this island, I will say I 
do not consider Manila unhealtb- 
f til, but not so healthful as this, 
the uorthern Department of 
Luzon, which, without exception, 
is the most delightful as well as 
the most healthful place I have 
ever seen. 

For the hunting to be had it 
can not be surpassed by any place 
in the world, India not exoepted. 
Deer, wild caraboo,(somo of them 
weighing 1,500 pounds) wild hogs, 
wild dogs, equal to wolves, ohiok- J 
ducks, Bnipe, woodcock, 
doves, quail, very small in size, 



alligators, and nearly all the game 
known to the tropics, can be found 
in the greatest abundance. Mon- 
keys in countless troupes, tucans, 
parrots, grulia, some of them 
measure when standing erect five 
feet, ten inohes. They inhabit 
the plains, and are found in one 
province of this island and 
nowhere else in the world. They 
look at n distance like a man 
walking in a stooping posture. I 
killed one with my rifle «50 yards 
off that measured the above-named 
height. The breast is dark, but 
vrry excejlent food and much 
sought after by the nativeB. All 
of these birds and animals fur- 
nish excellent diversion for one 
who goes to the mountains for an 
outing, with the idea of having a' 
general good time and of taking 
what comes without keeping in 
mind any special class of game. 

The caraboo, alligators and wild 
hogs furnish a sport not unmixed 
with the greatest danger, for any %£ 
one of them, if wounded, will put *V 
up a combat that would do credit 
to an animal with a much greater 
reputation for bravery. If this 
is too tame then you can look 
further and get the animal of our 
own species, the Head-hunter or 
Igorrote, who will show you a 
very merry time, indeed, and of 
whom I will tell you more at 
another time. With love for your
